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The Present Formal Tendencies in Church Worship Violate the 
Second Commandment, Pattern After Roman Catholicism

A Christian woman, daughter of a sound and useful 
pastor, writes to me in distress. In the church where her 
father ministered for years, the modern pastor has begun 
to use an “altar set’ consisting of candles and a cross, and 
with a communion set goes to private homes to administer 


the Lord’s Supper to the sick. 


This, she feels, is contrary to 


the Word of God and she feels compelled to withdraw from 
the church. My opinion is asked and this question needs clear 


~ seriptural discussion. 


First of all, there is absolutely 
no Bible authority for administer- 
ing the Lord’s Supper to individ- 
vals alone, whether kept at home 
by sickness, or isolated for any 
other reason. First Corinthians 
11:33 says, ““Wherefore, my breth- 
ren, when ye come together to 
eat, tarry one for another.” In 
this discussion of the Lord’s Sup- 
per the inspired Apostle Paul 
teaches that the Lord’s Supper 
should be in a public gathering, 
and that one should wait for an- 


other. In Acts 20:7 we are told, 
“And upon the first day of the 
week, when the disciples came to- 
gether to break bread, Paul 
preached unto them...” This was 
the rule in Bible times, with 
never a single mentioned excep- 
tion; the Lord’s Supper was ob- 
served in public’ services with 
groups of Christians together. 
The necessity for a: public ob- 
servance is inherent in the very 


nature of the Lord’s Supper. It is

a memorial, supper. Christians take 
the Lord’s’ Supper not for their 
own private good or enjoyment, 
but as a public testimony to the 
broken body and shed blood of our 
Saviour. As it would not fit in with 
the Bible idea of testimony for an 
individual to stand-up in his own 
bedroom with nobody else present, 
and solemnly speak in testimony 
to nobody. in™particular, 
so it.does not fit in-with the. Bible 
thought of the Lord’s Supper for 
people, to take the.» communion 
service in their own homes. 

This idea of individual com- 
munion, administered to sick 
people originated with Catholits, 
for the very simple reason that 
Catholics do not Know anything 
about salvation by individual faith.

There are some 
who contend that there is no use dealing with such, but there 
is. It is our business when a man has no concern about his 
salvation to go to work to produce that concern. How shall 


we do it? 


I. Show Him That He Isa 

Great Sinner Before God 

There is no better verse for this 
purpose than Matthew 22:37, 38: 

“Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt 
blove the Lord God with all thy 
“heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind. THIS IS THE 
FIRST AND GREAT COMMAND- 
MENT.”

I said, “Do you mean 
that you have no conviction 
gin?” “Yes,” he said, “I have no 
conviction of sin, and am not much

concerned about the whole mat- 
ter.” I said, “I hold in my hand a 
book which God has given us for 
the purpose of producing convic- 
tion of sin; would you like to have 
me use it upon you?” Half laugh- 
ing, he replied, ‘‘Yes.” When he 
had taken a seat, I had him read 
Matthew 22:37, 38. When he had 
read the passage I said to him, 
“What is the first and great com- 
/'mandment?” He read it from the 
Bible. 1 said, “If this is the first 
‘and great commandment, what is 
the first and great sin?” He re- 
plied, “Not to keep this command- 
ment.” I asked, “Have you kept 
it?” “I have not.” “What have you 
done then?’’ Said he, “I have bro- 
| ken the first and greatest of God’s 
commandments,” and broken down 
‘with a sense of sin, then and there 
‘he went down before God and 
|asked Him for merey, and accep- 
ted Christ as his Saviour. 

Another excellent passage to use 
to produce conviction of sin is 
Romans 14:12.

“Read it that way.” “I shall give 
account of myself to God.” ““Now 
just let that, thought sink into your 
heart. Say it over to yourself again 
and again, ‘I am to give account of 
Frmyself to God.’ ‘I am to give ac- 
count of myself to God.’ Are you 
ready to do it?” 

Amos 4:12 can be used in much 
the same way: 

“Therefore thus will I do unto 
thee, O Israel: and because I will 
do this unto thee, PREPARE TO 
MEET THY GOD, O Israel.” 

Another very effective passage 
with many a careless man is Ro- 
mans 2:16: 


“In the day when GOD SHALL 
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JUDGE THE SECRETS of men by 
Jesus Christ according to my gos- 


| pel.” 


When the one with whom you 
are dealing has read the verse, say 
“What is God going to do in some 
coming day?” “Judge the secrets 
of men.” “Judge what?” “The 
secrets of men.” “Who is it that is 
going to judge the secrets of 
men?” “It is God.” “Are you ready 
to have the secret hidden things of 
your life judged by a holy God?” 


Il. Show Him the Awful 
Consequences of Sin 


A very effective passage for this 
purpose’ is Romans 6:23, 

“For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

When he has read the passage, 
ask him, “What is the wages of 
sin?” “Death.” Explain to him the 
meaning of death, literal death, 
spiritual death, eternal death. Now 
say, “This is the wages of sin; 
have you earned these wages?” 
“Are you willing to take them?” 
“No.” “Well, there is one alterna- 
tive, read the remainder of the 
verse.” “The gift of God is eternal 
life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” ‘Now you have your choice 
between the two, the wages that 


i you have earned by sin, and the 


gift of God; which will you 
choose?” 
Another very useful passage 


along this line is Isaiah 57:21: 


“There is no peace, saith my 
God, to the wicked.” 

Another verse declaring ‘the 
fearful consequences of sin, is John 
$ :34: 

“Jesus answered them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
committeth sin is the servant of 
sin.” 

Have the one with whom you 
are dealing read the passage, then 
ask him what every one who com- 
mits sin is. “The servant of sin.” 
“What kind of a service is that?” 
| Bring it out that it is very degrad- 
ing. Ask the inquirer if he appre- 
|ciates that this is true of him, that

Ill. Show Him the Awfulness 
of Unbelief in Jesus Christ 


Very few out of Christ realize 
that unbelief in Jesus Christ is 
anything very bad. Of course they 
know it is not just right, but that 
it is something awful and appall- 
ing, they do not dream for a mo- 
ment. They should be shown that 
there is nothing more appalling 
than unbelief in Jesus Christ. A 
good passage for this purpose is 
John 3:18, 19: 

“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotton Son of God. 
And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were 
evil.” 

When the passage has been read, 
say, “Now this verse tells us of 
someone who is condemned al- 
ready; who is it?” “He that be- 
lieveth not.” ‘“Believeth not on 
whom?” “On Jesus.” “How many 
that believe not on Jesus are con- 
demned already?” “Every one.” 
“Why is every one that believeth 
not on Jesus condemned already?” 
“Because he has not believed on 
the name of the only begotten 
Son of God.” “Why is this such an 
awful thing in the sight of God?” 
“Because light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their 
deeds are evil.” “In whom did the 
light come into the world?” “In 
Jesus.” “Jesus then, is the incar- 
nation of light, God’s fullest reve- 
lation to man: to reject Jesus then 
is the deliberate rejection of 
what?” “Light.” “The choice of 
what?” “Darkness.” “In rejecting 
Jesus, what are you rejecting?” 
“Light.” “And what are you choos- 
ing?” “Darkness rather’ than 
light.” Ask all the questions that 
are necessary to impress this truth 
upon the mind of the unbeliever, 


that he is deliberately rejecting 


the light of God, and choosing 

darkness rather than light. 
Another very useful passage for 

the same purpose is Acts 2:36, 37: 


“Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God 
hath made that same Jesus, whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ. Now when they heard this, 
they were pricked in their heart, 
and said unto Peter and to the 
rest of ihe apostles, Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” 


When the passage is read, say, 
“Now here were certain men un- 
der deep convi¢tion of ‘sin, trying 
out, ‘Men and-brethren, what shall 
we do?’ What was the sin that 
‘they committed that produced 
such deep conviction?” “They had 
crucified Jesus.” “What had God 
done with Jesus?” “He had made 
Him both Lord and Christ.” 
“These men had rejected One 
whom God hath made both Lord 
and Christ. Is that a serious sin?”’ 
“Yes.” “And are you not guilty of 
that very sin today? You are re- 
jecting Jesus, and this Jesus whom 
you are rejecting, is the very one 
whom God hath made both Lord 
and Christ. Is it not an awful sin 
to deliberately reject one whom 
God hath thus exalted?” \ 

Another good passage to use is 
John 16:8, 9: 


“And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment: 
Of sin, because they believe not on 
me.” 


When the passage has been read, 
ask the one with whom you are 
dealing, “Of what sin is it, that the 
Holy Ghost who knows the mind 
of God, especially convicts men?” 
“Of the sin of unbelief.” “What 
then, is the crowning sin in God's 
sight?” “Unbelief in Jesus Christ.” 
“Why is unbelief in Jesus Christ 
the crowning sin in God’s sight?” 
Then bring out that it is because 
it reveals most clearly the heart’s 
deliberate choice of sin rather 
than righteousness, of darkness 
rather than light, of hatred to God 
rather than love to God. 

In some cases it is well to use 
Hebrews 10:28, 29: 


“He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses: Of how ‘much 
sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall 
‘he be thought worthy, who hath| 
trodden under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the blood of the 
covenant, wherewith he was sanc- 
tified, an unholy thing, and hath 
done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace?” 


When the passage has been read, 
ask the inquirer, “How serious an 
offence was it in God’s sight to 
despise Moses’ law?” “The one 
who did it died without mercy.” 
“Is there any offence more serious 
in God’s sight than despising the 
law of Moses?” “Yes, treading un- 
der foot the Son of God.” “Does 
not every one who rejects Jesus 
Christ, practically tread under 
foot the Son of God, and count the 
blood of the covenant wherewith 
he was. sanctified an unholy 
thing?” “Yes, I suppose he does.” 
“Are you not committing this very 
sin?” 


IV. Show Him the Awful 

Consequences of Unbelief 

For this purpose begin by us'ng 
Hebrews 11:6, the first of the 
verse: 

“But without faith 
possible to please him.” 

“Now this verse tells you that 
there is one thing that God abso- 
lutely requires if we are to please 
him: what is it?” “Faith.” “And 
no matter what else we do, if we 
have not faith, what is impossible 
for us?” “To please him.”’ 

Follow this up by John 8:24: 

“I said therefore unto you, that 
ye shall die in your sins: for if ye 
believe not that I am he, ye shall 
die in your sins.” 

“What does this verse tell us 
will happen to you if you do not 
believe in Jesus?” “I shall die in 
my sins.” Then have the inquirer 
read verse 21, 

“Then said Jesus again unto 
them, I go my way, and ye shall 
seek me, and shall die in your sins: 
whither I go, ye cannot come.” 
That will show the result of once 
dying in his sins, 

Further follow this up by II 
Thessalonians 1:7-9: 


“And to you who are troubled 
rest with us, when the Lord Jesus 
shall, be revealed from heaven with 
his mighty angels, In flaming fire 
taking vengeance on them that 
know. not God, and that obey not 


it it im- 


the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; Who. shall be minished 
with everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his power.” 

Say to the inquirer, “This verse 
tells us of a coming day.in which 
Jesus is to take vengeance upon . 
a certain class of people, and they 
are to be punished with everlast- 
ing destruction from the presence 
of the Lord and the glory of His 
power. Who is it that are to be 
thus punished?” ‘They that know 
not God, and that obey not the 
Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
“Are you obeying the Gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ?” “No.” “If 
then, Christ should come now, 
what would be your destiny?” “f 
should be punished with everlast- 
ing destruction from the presence 
of the Lord, and the glory of His 
power.’ 

Then turn to Revelation 21:8, 
This verse needs no comment, it 
tells its own story: 

“But the fearful, and unbelieve 
ing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, dnd ali 
liars, shall have: their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death.” 

Revelation 20:15 may also be 
used : 

“And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.” 


V. Show Him That All One 
Has to Do to Be Lost, Is 
Simply to Neglect the 
Salvation That Is 
Offered in 
Christ 


A verse which will serve for 
this purpose is Hebrews 2:3: 

“How shall we escape, if we neg- 
lect so great salvation; which at 
the first began to be spoken by 
the Lord, and was confirmed unto 
us by them that heard him.” 

When the verse has been read, 
ask, “What does this verse tell us is 
all that is necessary to be done in 
order to be lost?” “Simply neglect 
the great salvation.” “That is the 
very thing that you are doing to- 
day; you are already lost. God 


thas provided salvation for you at 


great cost: all you need to do to 


‘be saved, is to accept the salva- 


tion, but you cannot be saved any 
other way; and all you need to 
do to be lost, is simply to neglect 
it. You do not need to plunge into 
desperate vices; you do not need 
to be an open and avowed infidel; 
you do not need to refuse even to 
accept salvation; if you simply 
neglect it, you will be lost forever. 
Will you not let the question of 
the text sink deep into. your 
heart? ‘How shall we eseape if we 
neglect so great salvation?’ ”’ 

Another passage to use for this 
purpose is Acts 3:22, 23: 


“For Moses truly said unto the 
fathers, A prophet shall the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of 
your brethren, like unto me; him 
shall ye hear m all things what- 
soever he shall say unto you. And 
it shall come to pass, that every 
soul, which will not hear that 
prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people.” 


“This passage tells us about a 
Prophet that Moses said the Lord 
would raise up. Who was that 
Prophet?” “Jesus.” “What does 
God tell us to do with that Proph- 
et?” “Hear him ‘in all things 
whatsoever he shall say unto 
you.” “What shall happen unto 
him who does not hearken unto 
the words of that Prophet?” “He 
Shall be destroyed from among 
the people.” “Are you hearkening 
unto the words of that Prophet?” 

Still another passage to use is 
Acts 13:38-41: 


“Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached unto 
you the forgiveness of sins: And by 
him all that believe are justified 
from all things, from which yé 
could not be justified by the law 
of Moses. 

“Beware therefore, lest that 
come wpon you, which is spoken 
of in the prophets; Behold, ye de- 
spisers, and wonder, and perish: 
for I work a work in your days, 


\a work which ye shall in no wise 


believe, though a man declare it 


Tunto you.” 


“These verses tell us about Je- 
sus. They tell us of something 
that is preached to us through 
Him. What is it?” “Forgiveness of 
sins.” “They tell us what it is

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To Faint”

“And he spake a parable unto them to this end, that men 
bught always to pray, and not to faint”—(Luke 18:1). 


It is clear that we are dealing 
here with the duty of persever- 
ance and it is well known to all 
those who have either thought or 
observed, that this is a _ point 
where many of us break down. It 
is easy to be discouraged and God 
oftentimes delays answers. to 
prayer because He wishes us to 
learn to trust Him in the dark, 
to believe when we cannot see. Do 
not earthly parents do the same? 
Who is there who is wise with his 
children who has not at times 
waited to bestow some good gift 


which he had already willed, in} 


order that his children might learn 
to confide? What difference can 
it make to the Almighty whether 
He bestows a good gift upon me 
at one time or another? 


God’s resources are infinite, so 
also is His wisdom and love. Why 
should He then delay? That He 
does we all know; that He intend- 
ed to, the teaching of Jesus clearly 
evidences. “Men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint.” I have 
had fricnds who said: “I do not 
think we ought to ask God for 
the same thing repeatedly. He 
knows whether it is best for us to 
have it or not. He will surely do 
what is best. Why not, therefore, 
simply remind Him of our need 
and then wait?” The objection to 
this teaching is that it is contrary 
to the word of Jesus Christ on the 
same subject. 


In Luke, the eleventh chapter, 
our Lord is giving particular in- 
structions in regard to prayer. He 
deals with this very question of 
repetition in the verses 5 to 13, 


and, He clearly intimates that God 


will bestow good gifts upon men 
who persevere in prayer which He 
will not bestow on people who do 
not persevere in prayer. The man 
in the story came to his neighbor 
for bread. It was inconvenient to 
supply it and the neighbor declin- 
ed, but because of his importunity 
our Lord says he will rise and 
give him as many as he needs 
(Luke 11:8). Then he goes on to 
say: “Ask, and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find,” and 
I think it is not by accident that 
He unites the prayer of importun- 
ity with the promise to prayer. 


Seven Years, or Fifteen Years 


In one of our church prayer- 
meetings not long ago, a lady rose 
and said: “My father is 6 drunk- 
ard. I have prayed seven years 
that God would save him and he 
is not saved. It seems as if God 
did not hear or did not care and 
I am discouraged. I do not know 
what to do.” She had only taken 
her seat when a lady rose and 
said: ‘‘My father was a drunkard 
fifteen years and I prayed for him 
all through those fifteen years. 
Then he was saved, not alone from 
drink, but from all other sins. 
Now for fifteen years he has been 
a happy Christian. I think my 
sister ought not to be discouraged, 
but to pray on.” This is only one 
instance of many, but it was very 
impressive because of the two testi- 


monies which came one after the 


other. 

The case of Mr. Mueller’s two 
friends is so often mentioned and 
so widely known, that I feel like 
apologizing for mentioning it here; 
but it was so remarkable an in- 
stance of this kind that I cannot 
well omit it. I heard Mr. Mueller 
Say in his address in Farewell 
Hall, Chicago: “I have prayed for 
two men by name every day for 
thirty-five years; on land or sea, 
Sick or well, I have remembered 
them before God by name, re- 
questing their salvation. They are 
both iiving; they are neither of 


them Saved, but I shall continue 


to pray for them daily, by name, 
until they are saved, or die.” 

It is related by a friend who 
wrote of his life, after his death, 
that just about that time there 
were two persons for whom Mr. 
Mueller had prayed daily for sixty- 
two years, who were converted. I

did not know the names in either 
case’ so I cannot say that these 
two for whom he prayed sixty-two 
years were the two to whom he 
referred in the address which I 
mentioned. I have no doubt that 
they were. It would seem improb- 
able that there should be more 
than one case of that kind. Do not, 
however, lose the thought. Here 
was a man praying every day for 
sixty-two years for the salvation 
of two men before they were 
saved. At the end of that time 
they were saved. What a lesson 
that is for us. What a reproof for 
our lack of perseverance. What 
an encouragement to continue in 
prayer. “Men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint.” 


Another Case 


I do not wish to produce the 
impression that my own experi- 
ences are more numerous or more 
valuable than those of other per- 
sons, but it is natural that one 
should know his own life story 
better than. that of other people, 
and further, one cannot testify 
directly to any experience except 
his own. It is one thing to say: 
“Somebody told me,” and it is 
another thing to say: “This was 
my experience.” 

North of our college campus, 
some years ago, there stood an 
old frame building. It was not 
particularly valuable in itself but 
the land upon which it stood was 
very valuable. One of our honored 
trustees, Dr. R. J. Bennett, pur- 
chased the house and the land and 
gave them to the college. This bit 
of land constituted about one- 
third of the block of which it was 
a part.. Two-thirds remained. One 
portion of this two-thirds was 
owned in New York, the other in 
Nebraska. It was obvious to any- 
one who looked at the land situa- 
tion, that the possession of that 
strip would be very helpful to the 
college. It was adjacent and was 
much to be desired for a number 
of reasons. 


I asked friends who owned it to 
give it to the college. They de- 
clined to do so. I repeated the re- 
quest after an interval of years 
and still they felt that it was more 
than they could do. At last I be- 
gan to pray that the Lord would 
give us the land. At times I left 
the walk and stood upon _ the 
ground, reminding myself that God 
had promised Israel what the soles 
of his feet trod upon. I reminded 
God of this same promise and as 
well as I could, claimed by faith 
this land for the institution. Still 
it did not come. Years passed into 
other years. No one purchased the 
ground. It was good. ground, 
beautifully located. It would have 
been a very pleasant place for 
residences, yet there it lay, unoc- 
cupied, Finally, the parties who 
owned the New York strip di- 
rected their agent to make sale. 
He put it on the market, intend- 
ing to force the sale for what he 


could get. Special assessments 
were high, and were to be: in- 
creased. I said to the owner: 
“What will you let us have the 
land for?” He said: “For so 
much.” I went to a generous friend 


who had made us debtor many} <.; Be ; 


times, and said to her: “For about 
two thousand dollars we can se- 
cure this property, which is admir- 
ably located, and which we really 
need.” She at once said: “I think 
I can furnish the money withih a 
few months.” She did and that 
portion of the land came into our 
possession. 


Still there was the remaining 
one-third. It lay between the other 
two and it was for sale. The par- 
ties who owned it wished to sell 
it and I desired it for the college. 
I thanked God many times for the 
two pieces which He had given 
and asked Him for the third piece. 
Nobody bought it. There it lay,— 
beautiful land, desirably located, 
to be purchased for a moderate 


| price, yet it was held. Finally the 


owner made us a_ proposition, 
which, without the expenditure of 
any money on our part, would en- 
able us to secure the land. We did 
secure it. It is now a part of the 
college possession. The legal trans- 
actions are not entirely complete, 
for one of the owners was not 
living and there were necessary 
proceedings in court, but’ the 
transaction is practically conclud- 
ed and the whole property is ours, 
not for our own uses but for the 
instruction of young people 
through all the years uniil the 
Lord comes, and for a part in His 
work during the millennial years. 


A Glance Backward 


I would like all who are read- 
ing this chapter, if they have not 
read what precedes, to glance over 
the story of the wife who remain- 
ed on her knees thirteen hours by 
the side of a husband apparently 
dead, until he opened his eyes and 
went home with her, and I would 
be glad, also, if they would read 
the story of George Mueller’s two 
friends, for whom he prayed 
sixty-two years. Perhaps’. these 
stories would more fittingly have 
come into this chapter but I was 
reminded of them at the time that 
I was writing the chapters in 
which they 
true and/‘so blessed that really 
they would fit anywhere, so let 
me content myself with this ref- 
erence and urge all who do not 
have thase narratives well in mind, 
to become familiar with them, 
for they have an important bear- 
ing on the subject which is before 
us, 


Answers Delayed 


The most remarkable instance 
of delayed answers to prayer 
which has come under my own 
observation was suggested by Mr. 
Moody in a sermon which he 
preached many years ago. He call- 
ed our attention to the fact that 
when Muses was praying for the 
privilege of going over Jordan into 
the promised land, the Lord did 
not tell him that he could not go 
over the river. He said to him 
when the request was pressed: 
“Speak no more to me of this 
matter.” That was not a refusal-—— 
that was a direction. Fifteen hun- 
dred years Jater Moses was in the 
Holy Land with Elijah, talking 
with our Lord about the work 
which He was to accomplish at 
Jerusalem. He did not cross over 
Jordan, as God told him he would 
not. He did go into the Holy Land, 
as he prayed that he might, but 
he went by way of Heaven. 


Mr. “Moody was speaking in this 
sermon of God’s determination to 
answer prayer. I cannot remem- 
ber the words which he said, but 
I remember very distinctly the 
impression which the facts pro- 
duced. It was so wonderful to 
think that God should keep the 
prayer of Moses before Him all 
those 1500 years, and when He 
was to send down to the Mount 
of Transfiguration two redeemed 
ones to talk with His Son about 
the death which He was to die for 
their sins and for the sins of the 
whole world, He selected Moses 
and Elijah. It is my firm convic- 
tion that the Lord’s people, if they 
will inquire among their friends 
who are spiritually minded folk, 
will be astounded at the number 
of cases in which God has answer- 
ed prayer after long delay. As I 
have said before, this has not hap- 
pened so and it is not the result 
of any inability on the part of 
God. He can work His own will at 


occur. They are so 


Bob Jones University is inter- 
ested in training Christian lead- 


ers. We, however, realize that 
life is not divided into the secular 
and the sacred; but for the Chris- 
tian, as we have often said, every 
bush is a burning bush and all 
ground is holy ground. God called 
some people to be preachers and 
some to be school teachers, and 
He called some women to be wives 
and mothers. All fully consecrated 
Christians are in full-time Chris- 
tian service. There is, however, a 
great need in this day for sound, 
well-trained, orthodox, soul-win- 
ning preachers—preachers who 
have conviction and who know 
what they believe and who are 
not afraid to stand for the old- 
time Gospel. This past school year 
we matriculated between 1,100 and 
1,200 young men in our ministerial 
course. We are expecting a large 
enrollment of ministerial students 
during the next school year. This 
Summer these ministerial students 
are all over America, and some are 
in foreign countries, and God is us- 
ing them to win the lost to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. God does not 
call just preachers to be soul 
winners. He calls all Christians 
to be soul winners. It is not 
enough for Christians just to be 
witnesses for Christ. They should 
all become fishers of men. 

A Christian school teacher has 
an unusual opportunity to win 
people to Christ. We have separa- 
tion of church and state in Amer- 
ica; and an_ intelligent, well- 
trained Christian understands his 
responsibility in the schoolroom. 
But a good, well-trained, Christian 
school teacher has an unusual op- 
portunity in teaching Sunday 
School classes and singing in 
churches and in child evangelism 
}and in personal work when visiting 
the homes to witness for the Lord 
Jesus Christ and to lead the lost 
to Him. Two years ago Bob Jones 
University’s Future Teachers of 
America Chapter became the Na- 
tional Banner Chapter of the 
United States; and it is now, we 
understand, the largest Chapter 
in the United States.

His own pleasure and.in His own 
time. I heard the president of a 
university once say that God could 
use foolish people to accomplish 
His purpose, but that He never 
did so voluntarily. I was startled 
as I thought of the words of the 
Bible: ‘God hath chosen the fool- 
ish things of the world to con- 
found the wise; and God hath 
chosen the weak things of the 
world to confound the things 
which are mighty; and base things 
of the world, and things which 
are despised, hath God chosen, yea, 
and things which are not, tc bring 
to nought things that are” (I Cor. 
1:27, 28). 

God does choose the instruments 
which He uses. He does not take 
them from necessity. Hie takes 
them because of His own choice 
and God does not answer prayer 
after fifteen hundred years, or 
after seven years, or after fifteen 
years, or after sixty-two years be- 
cause He could not answer in as 
many months if it pleased Him. 
There is a reason. 


The Reason 
It is safe to say that in a ma- 


jority of instances of long delay, 


/God has a number of purposes to 
accomplish. In the first place, it 
is a test of our own faith and 
obedience. He tells us always toe 
pray and not to faint. Delays in 
answers to prayer are one means 


can do this or not. It is also a 
wonderful confirmation of faith 
when the answer does come, If E 
receive a gift, after praying for 
it for ten years, my mind is im- 
pressed very differently from what 
it would be if I received the same 
gift after praying only ten min- 
utes. 

We shall never understand Geod’s 
dealings with us here unless we 
remember that we came into the 
kingdom of God as babes and that 
He has to educate us, train us, 
raise us (if you allow the expres- 
sion) precisely as parents have to 
train, educate, raise children. We 
are children and He is our Father. 
He is the Creator of our bodies 
but He is the Father of our souls 
and He wishes us to be strong and 
pure and holy and useful, just as 
any good father wishes his chil- 
dren to be. To this end He @¢dis- 
ciplines and one of the ways in

REPORTS FROM AMERICA’S OUTSTANDING SOUL WINNERS 


It happened in Joplin, Missour!! 
Not in thirty-six years had so 
much interest been shown in mass 
evangelism or such solid church 
support been given to a united re- 
vival effort in this city as to the 
Jack Shuler Evangelistic Cam- 
paign, May 2-23. More than fifty 
ministers of twenty denominations 
including Southern Baptist, Meth- 
odist, Presbyterian, Nazarene, 
Assembly of God, Christian, Four- 
square and others, comprise the 
cooperating league which spon- 
sored the three weeks crusade 
with the Jack Shuler Team at 
Memorial Auditorium. Extra 
chairs were brought in to accom- 
modate an overflow crowd when 
the meetings were just eight days 
old, swelling the 2,400 capacity to 
more than 3,000.

This report was written at the 
beginning of the third week, and 
already the recorded: decisions for 
Christ had gone over five hundred.

Three hundred 
forty-two indicated that they have 
received Christ as Saviour. 

The Crusade Choir, numbering 
two hundred thirty voices, was an

Sammy Allred, soloist, and Bob 
Andersen, musician, have helped to 
keep the music program on a high 
spiritual plane. 

The $12,500 budget was_ raised 
by the end of the second week, 
and a substantial amount is being 
left with the cooperating ministers 
to foster a future campaign. One 
night’s offering has been given to 
the “Big Brothers’” organization 
which ministers to delinquent 
children. 


The Joplin Globe, Joplin’s daily 
newspaper, wrote a full report of 
every service and gave front-page 
publicity to the campaign every 
day. The team was heard daily 
on radio and television and ap- 
peared before most of the high 
schools and junior high schools of 
the vicinity. Every fourth decision 
has been that of a teenager.

The 32nd Annual Convention of 
the Prairie Bible Institute wit- 
nessed the dedication of one of the 
Jargest religious auditoriums in 
Canada on Tuesday, April 13th. 
The hour-long dedication service 
was broadcast over Calgary radio 
station CFCN with Evangelist Jim 
Vaus bringing the message. 

Here in a prairie town with vol- 
unteer labor and a lumber camp 
operated by the Institute nearby 
in the foothills of the Rockies, the 
building was erected for an out- 
of-pocket cost of $100,000. ‘The 
Tabernacle seating thousands is 
paid for entirely. 

Among the highlights of the 
Convention was the pledge ser- 
vice, in which $84,750.20 was 
pledged for foreign missions. This 
is the highest amount ever to be 
pledged here at’ an Annual Con- 
vention.

Friday, April 16, 118 seniors re- 
ceived their diplomas with the new 
tabernacle packed to capacity.

Acadia University Professor 
Denies Bible 


The Halifax 
Herald recently had a news item 
in which Dr. C. B. Lumsden, pro- 
fessor of Biblical literature in 
Acadia University, denied the au- 
thority of the Bible. Acadia Uni- 
versity is the official Baptist 
school supported by Baptists of 
the Maritime Provinces of Can- 
ada. Dr. Lumsden is not only pro- 
fessor of Biblical literature, but 
is “recently appointed financial 
agent and executive secretary to 
the governors of Acadia.” Speak- 
ing in the March supper meeting 
of the First Baptist Church Men’s 
Institute held in the church hall, 
Dr. Lumsden is quoted as saying, 
“The Bible is not an _ infallible 
guide given us by God. Instead, it 
is a book which sets down the 
principles by which we_ should 
make our own decisions. If the 
Bible were an infallible book it 
would be deadly. There are reli- 
gions, such as Mohammedism, 
which is bound to a book, and 
which lead to a halt in progress.” 


For eny man who draws a sal- 
ary from Bible-believing Christian 
people to deny the authority and 
accuracy of the Bible is wicked 
dishonesty. A man may have a 
right to be an infidel; no man has 
a right to be an infidel paid by 
Christian money. 

We think it perfectly proper 
for intidels who like that kind of 
teaching to support Dr. Lumsden 
and Acadia University. DBut we 
think it is a sin for Bible-believ- 
ing Christians to ever send one 
penny of money to support such 
a man or school. 

Here is a clear example of the 
danger and harm of requiring 
Christians to support a denomina- 
tional program without designa- 
tion. Every: Christian is account- 
able to God for seeing that his 
gifts go to a place that will honor 
God. To give, undesignated, or 
without investigation, to support a 
place ihat turns out unbelievers

Statistics in Scripture 


Occasionally one hears of Chris- 
tian people who openly deprecate 
anything in the nature of a sta- 
tistical record in relation to evan- 
gelism. It seems to have escaped 
their observation that the inspired 
writers of the New ‘Testament 
saw nothing’ objectionable in 
“counting heads.” We are. told 
that our Lord fed a congregation 
of 5,000, and at another time 4,000. 
Luke is very precise in recording 
that 276 souls owed their lives to 
Paul’s presence and testimony on 


‘the stormy voyage to Rome. Paul 


mentions the impressive fact that 
the Risen Lord appeared ‘‘to above 
five hundred brethren at once.” 
Luke, again, records that there 
were 120 people on whom the Holy 
Spirit came at Pentecost, and that 
the Lord “added” to that com- 
pany about 3,000 souls immediate- 
ly following Peter’s. sermon that 
day. A little later “the number of 
the men” that believed came to be 
“about 5,000.” 


It is a strange idea if the same 
careful attention to detail is given 
to the Lord’s work as to a well- 
conducted business, and especially 
if steps are taken to ensure that 
Statistics of inquirers are accurate 
and not vague guesswork, that 
there must be something unspiri- 
tual about it. One reason why the 
silly Graham Evangelistic Associ- 
ation decided years ago to pub- 
lish the figures of those personally 
dealt with was in order to correct 
the wild guesses of American re- 
porters who sometimes counted in 
the counsellors among the ‘con- 
verts.”” Nobody suggests that the 
list of names at the Gate-street 
office is a transcript of ‘the 
Lamb’s Book of Life’: but neither 
would any minister claim the same 
for his roll of communicants.

Further London Crusade 
Report 

On May 8, the Billy Graham 
headquarters in London sent us 
the following report: 

Evangelist Billy Graham saw 
two significant figures reached in 
the statistics of the Greater Lon- 
don Crusade this week—the first 
was a total attendance at the 
Crusade meetings of more than 
one million persons (1,068,680); 
the second was a total response to 
the invitation of more than 25,000 
persons who have recorded their 
decisions for Christ (25,149). The 
million point in total- attendance 
was reached and passed on Thurs- 
day night of the tenth week; the 
25,000 point in decisions for Christ 
was reached at the second Crusade 
meeting on Saturday at the close 
of the tenth week. The totals in 
both instances refer only to regu- 
lar Crusade meetings, and do not 
include the extra, outside meet- 
ings at which Billy Graham and 
other Team members have been 
speaking during the Crusade days. 


Two more weeks remain before 
the closing meeting on Saturday, 
May 22. Plans for the final meet- 
ings have already been altered and 
enlarged as interest in the Cru- 
sade has mounted steadily during 
the past few weeks. First plans 
called for the final meeting to be 
held in the Wembley Stadium, site 


of the 1948 Olympic Games. With- 


in two weeks of the announce- 
ment of the Wembley meeting, the 
100,000 capacity of the huge oval 
was filled completely by chartered 
bus and train groups. London’s 
second largest stadium, the White 
City Stadium, has been engaged 
giving an additional capacity for 
the final day of 70,000. The White 
City meeting will begin at 3:00 
in the afternoon, with the Wem- 
bley meeting following at 6:00 in 
the evening. The British Broad- 
casting Company has announced 
this week that the Wembley meet- 
ing will be broadcast on a nation- 
wide network basis, thus reaching 
several million persons by radio. 


During the past two weeks of 
the Crusade meetings at the Har- 
ringay Arena a deepening of spiri- 
tual interest has been noted, and 
at no meeting for two weeks has 
the response to the invitation been 
less than 400 persons nightly. In 
addition, through the relay system 
whereby the meetings are trans- 
mitted to auditoriums and halls 
in cities throughout Great Britain, 


Gideons Carry Bible To U.S. 
Supreme Court 


Noted Bible Distribution Group Appeals New Jersey Decision 
Forbidding Distribution of Testaments to School Children

For many years the Gideons 
International organization has 
been doing a tremendous piece of 
work in getting Gideon Bibles into 
hotels, hospitals and schools. Many 
a traveling person has_ found 
Christ through reading a copy of 
the Bible which this group placed 
in a hotel room. 


As a part of their program for 
distributing over 3 million Bibles, 
an offer was made to the Ruther- 
ford, New Jersey school board of- 
fering distribution of Gideon New 
Testaments including Psalms and 
Proverbs. The Gideons proposed 
to give one of their Testaments 
to all children whose parents sign- 
ed a slip permitting them to do 
so. The school. board voted three 
to one in favor of accepting the 
offer of The Gideons’ organization. 


Immediately, a Jewish rabbi and 
a Roman Catholic priest cbjected 
to the board’s granting permission 
to give these Gideon Testaments 
free to those who asked for them. 
The school board then obtained 
advice from its lawyers. The law- 
yers said that the board was com- 
pletely within its. legal rights. 
When the slips were passed out 
615 children out of approximately 
2200 in the Rutherford, New Jer- 
sey school requested a copy of the 
Gideon Testament, 


Bernard Tudor, the parent of a 
child attending the public school 
in Rutherford brought suit against 
the school board to have the free 
distribution of these Testaments 
stopped. Tudor, a Jew, objected to 
the distribution of the Testaments 
claiming that, even though it was 
distributed only to those who re- 
quested it, there was_ religious 
persecution involved. He held that 
the King James Bible was a sec- 
tarian book and violated the reli- 


‘}gious liberty guaranteed him by 


the I and XIV Amendments to 
the Constitution. 

When the matter came to trial, 
the Superior Court of the State 
upheld the school board’s right to 
allow distribution of the New 
Testament. When the matter went 
to the Supreme Court of the State 
of New Jersey, they reversed the 
decision on the following grounds: 

1. That there was 
persecution involved. 
2. That the specific purpose of 
The Gideons’ organization was 
to convert people to faith in 
Jesus Christ. 

3. That the King James Ver- 
sion of the Scriptures was a 
sectarian book and _ violated 
the religious liberty guaran- 
teed the public school stu- 
dents in Rutherford. 


Some months ago you probably 
saw in THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
that The Gideons’ organization 
had taken the matter now to the 
United States Supreme Court. Mr. 
Jacob Stam, a lawyer from Pater- 
son, New Jersey, is in charge of 
the case for the Gideons’ organ- 
ization. A short time ago Mr. Stam 
wrote to me and asked that we 
acquaint you with the facts in 
this case because it has national 
importance for all of us who be- 
lieve the Bible, and believe that 
our free use of the ;Scriptures 
ought to be protected.- Mr. Stam 
has been for years a good friend 
of THe SworpD oF THE LorpD. He 
was the one who carried our tax 
case to the Treasury Department 
in 1949 and has since represented

hundreds of additional decisions 
for Christ are being recorded each 
week. So great has been the in- 


'terest in the relay system, that 


on many nights more people are 
listening to the meetings in other 
cities than in the Harringay Arena 
itself. 

Several European cities have 
been selected for a tour of the 
Continent following the London 
crusade. Evangelistic meetings are 
now scheduled in Helsinki, Fin- 
land: Stockholm, Sweden; Copen- 
hagen, Denmark; Amsterdam, 
Holland; Dusseldorf and Berlin, 
Germany; and Paris, France. In 
Helsinki and Berlin the Olympic 
Stadium will be used; in the other 
cities sports stadiums or civic au- 
ditoriums will be utilized for the 
meetings.

No Evidence of Religious 
Persecution 


The New Jersey Supreme Court 
based much of its ruling prohibit- 
ing the distribution of the Gideon 
Testament on a voluntary basis 
largely on the charge of religious 
persecution. However, there was 
no evidence of any possible reli- 
gious persecution in this case. The 
Tudor child was only one of 1,585 
in the Rutherford Public Schools 
who did not choose to accept a 
copy oi: the Gideon Testament. 
The fact that he was a Jew did 


fot have anything to do with the 


case. On page 39 of his petition to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
Mr. Stam gives ane excellent 
answer to the charge of religious 
persecution. 


“It is because we are mindful of 
these things and their inalienable 
rights under the Constitution that 
we would never compel them to 
read all of the Word of God, in- 
cluding the New Testament. We 
believe that in their desire and 
rightly so, to protect ‘their oit 
persecuted people, and to prevent 
by all means all possible begin- 
nings of any new persecution, they 
have in their zeal mistaken the 
cause of persecution and mistaken 
the means of preventing it. The 
stand they take here is to use the 
fear of possible persecution as an 
instrument or reason for oppres- 
sion and deprivation of the rights 
of others. By this action in this 
case we. believe that they are cut- 
ting off their own best insurance 
against persecution. ; 

“Where have the Jewish people 
suffered their worst persecution? 
Has it not been in godless and 
anti-God Russia where the Bible 
has been spurned? Has it not been 
under Hitler in Germany where a 
hundred years before so-called 
‘higher critics’ began to cast doubt 
upon the historicity and the au- 
thenticity of the Bible, and doubt- 
ing divines having sown the seeds 
of doubt and denial, prepared the 
soil for Hitler’s Aryan ascendency, 
Bible banishing and mass murder 
of the Jewish people? Eas not 
their best protection and refuge 
been in Bible-loving Holland... 
and in Bible-based America where 
by official proclamation of Presi- 
dent F. D. Roosevelt, a Bible-re- 
commending President, these 
United States were thrown open 
as a refuge-to countless Jewish 
displaced persons?” 


Gideons’ Purpose Not a Factor 


In the court trial before the 
New Jersey Supreme Court, the 


fact that the purpose of The Gid- - 


eons is “to win men and women 
for the Lord Jesus Christ’’ was 
brought out. Lawyer Stam rightly 
contends that it is the character 
of the Book which is being dis- 
tributed that decides the case and 
not the motive behind The Gid- 
eons’ organization in distributing 
it. The Testament itself was mere- 
ly a standard King James Version

with no notes or comments at all. 
On page 28 of his petition Mr. 
Stam says, “If the children who 
want to read the Bible are won 
for Christ through the distribu- 
tion of the volume, it is not be- 
eause of anything that The Gid- 
eons say to them. It is or will be 
solely because of what the Word 
of God (without note or comment) 
says to them.” 


King James Bible Not a 
Sectarian Book 

The heart of the whole matter 
is that the authorized King James 
Version of the Bible, as we have 
it, is not a sectarian book. It is 
the same volume upon which our 
country was founded. It is the 
volume upon which our President 
lays his hand as he takes the oath 
of office and which is in the court 
rooms of our Land. It is a sad 
commentary on national life when 
we see how far behind we have 
left the Bible as God’s Holy Word. 
In most of our schools today, 
teachers can expound all sorts of 
atheistic and blasphemous teach- 
ing. Yet the Bible is being ruled 
out of most of our schools and a 
teacher may not quote from the 
Bible for fear of being charged 
with teaching religion in the 
schools. It is true that our schools 
should guarantee religious liberty 
to all of its students, regardless 
of their faith. Yet, it is a great 
tragedy that the great moral 
truths of right and wrong cannot 
be from the greatest Textbook 
on the subject. On page 29 of his 
petition, Mr. Stam quotes from a 
book Human Nature in the Bible 
by William Lyon Phelps who was 
for forty years a teacher at Yale 
University. He quotes from page 
IX of the introduction, as follows: 

“Everyone who has a thorough 
knowledge of the Bible may truly 
be called educated; and no other 
learning or culture; no matter how 
extensive or elegant, can, among 
Europeans and Americans, form a 
proper substitute. Western civil- 
ization is founded upon the Bible; 
our ideas, our wisdom, our phil- 
osophy, our literature, our art, 
our ideals, come more from the 
Bible than from all other books 
put together. It is a revelation of 
divinity and of humanity; it con- 
tains the loftiest religious aspira-

he hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead.’

In his book Reading The Bible, 
Professor Phelps wrote: 

“The so-called Authorized or 
King James Version of the Bible; 
published in 1611, is the most in- 


fluential book in English litera-— 


ture’ (Page 10). 

“The Bible is not only the Foun- 
dation of modern English litera- 
ture, it is the foundation of Anglo- 
Saxon civilization. It seems a nar- 
row and mistaken policy to drive 
it out of the public schools. When 
I was a boy every day in school 
began with a chapter in the Bible 
and the Lord’s prayer; surely 
there was nothing sectarian about 
that” (Pages 15, 16). 

We owe a great debt to The 
Gideons’ organization for carrying 
this matter to the United States 
Supreme Court. It is an important 
decision and they deserve our 
prayers as they present this im- 
portant case. The basic principles 
of separation of church and state 
must be maintained. But the 
Gideons’ right to distribute. the 
Scriptures in the schools as they 
have been doing should also be 
upheld.

that a man has to do to obtain this 
forgiveness of sins; what is it?” 
“Believe on Him.” ‘What blessing 
comes to all that believe?” “They 
are justified from all things.” “On 
the other hand, what comes to us 
if we neglect to believe?” “We 
shall perish.” 

Still another passage to use for 
this purpose is John 3:36: 


“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him,” 


When the passage has been read, 
ask, “What does everyone who 
believes on the Son get?” “Ever- 
lasting life.” “But on the other 
hand, if one simply neglects to be- 
lieve, what will be the result?” 
“He shall not see life, but the 
wrath of God abideth upon him.” 


VI. Show Him the Wonderful 
Love of God to Him 


Oftentimes when every other 
method of dealing with the care- 
less fails, a realization of love of 
God breaks the heart, and leads 
to an acceptance of Christ. There 
is no better passage to show the 
love of God than John 3:16: 


“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
nim should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 


Generally it will need no com- 
ment. I was once dealing with one 
of the most careless and vile wom- 
en I ever met. She moved in good 
society, but in her secret life was as 
vile as a woman of the street. She 
told me the story of her life in a 
most shameless and 
way, half-laughing as she did it. 
I made no further reply than to 
ask her to read John 3:16, to 
which I had opened my Bible. Be- 
fore she had read the passage 
through, she burst into tears, her 
heart broken by the love of God 
to her. 


Another excellent passage to use 
in the same way is Isaiah 53:5: 


“But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed.” 


God used this passage one night 
to bring to tears and penitence one 
of the most stubborn and way- 
ward young women with whom I 
ever dealt. I made almost no com- 
ment, simply read the passage to 
her. The Spirit of God seemed to 
hold up before her, her Saviour, 
wounded: for her transgressions, 
and bruised for her iniquities. Her 
stubborn will gave way, and be- 
fore many days she was rejoicing 
in Christ.

tians 3:13 and I Peter 2:24: 

“Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us: for it is written, 


on @ tree:” 

“Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that 
we being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed.” 


After showing the love of God 
through the use of such passages 
as these mentioned, it is often- 
times well to clinch this truth by 
using Romans 2:4, 5: 
“Or despisest thou the riches of 
his goodness and forbearance and 
long suffering; not knowing that 
the goodness of God leadeth thee 
to repentance? But after thy hard- 
ness and impenitent heart treasur- 
est up unto thyself wrath against 
the day of wrath and revelation of 
the righteous judgment of God.” 
Before having the passage read, 
say, “Now we have been looking 
at the love of God to you, let us 
see what God tells us is the pur- 
pose of that love, and what will be 
the result of our despising it.” 
Then have the passage, Romans 
2:4, 5 read by the one with whom 
you are dealing. When he has read 
it, ask him what is the purpose of 
God’s goodness. “To lead to re- 
pentance.” “If it does not lead us 
to repentance, what does it show 
us about our hearts?” “That they 
are very hard and impenitent.” 
“And if we refuse to let the good- 
ness of God lead us to repentance, 
what will be the result?” “We 
treasure up wrath unto ourselves 
against the day of wrath and reve- 
lation of the righteous judgment 
of God.” 
Of course it will not always be 
possible to get a person who has 
little or no concern about his sal- 
vation to talk with you 
enough to go over all these pas- 
sages, but not infrequently they 
will become so interested after the 
use of the first or second passage, 
that they will be glad to go 
through. Oftentimes it is not at all 
necessary to use all these pas- 
sages. Not infrequently I find that 
the first passage, Matthew 22:37, 
38, does the desired work, but it 
is well to be thorough, and to use 
all the passages necessary. 
Sometimes one will not talk 
with you for any length of time at 
all. In such a case, the best thing 
to do is to select a very pointed 
and searching passage and give 
it to them, repeating it again and 


long |. 


going to ask God to burn that 
passage into your heart;” and then 
do not forget to do what you said 
you were going to do. Good pas- 
sages for this purpose are Romans 
6:23; Mark 16:16; John 3:36; 
Isaiah 57:21. 

When the inquirer has been Jed 
by the use of any or all of thes: 
passages to realize his need of a 
Saviour, and really desires to be 
saved, of course he comes under 
the class treated in the preceding 


accordingly. It is not intended that 
the worker shall follow the precise 
method laid down here, it is given 
rather by way of suggestion, but 
the general plan here outlined, has 
been honored of God to the salva- 
tion of very many. But let us be 
sure, whether we use this method 
or some other, to do thorough- 
going and lasting work. 

Of course it is not supposed that 
the inquirer will always answer 
you exactly as stated above. If he 
does not, make use of the answers 
that he does give, or if necessary 
ask the same question another 
way until he does answer you cor- 
rectly. The answers given to the 
questions are found in the text, 
but people have a great habit of 
not seeing what is plainly stated in 
a Scripture text. Oftentimes when 
they do not answer right, it is well 
to ask them to look at the verse 
again, and repeat the question, 
and keep asking questions until 
they do give the right answer. 
Perhaps the inquirer will try to 
switch you off on to some sidc- 
track. Do not permit him to do 
this, but hold right to the matter 
in hand.

which He disciplines is by delay- 
jng answer to prayer. 

I was in New York some years 
ago, calling upon an old friend, a 
graduate of Knox College during 
my. father’s presidency there. In 
an adjoining room lay the daugh- 
ter, long sick, at that time sup- 
posed to be near to death. I had 
prayer with her and was glad that 
God seemed to show mercies to 
her in her poor, wrecked snd tor- 
mented body. For some little time 
it looked as if she might recover, 
though I do not believe this was 
the plan of God. The next year 
when I was in New York I found 
that she had died. A friend who 
was intimate with the family said 
to me that was very terrible about 
her dying,—that a friend came to 
the room, prayed for her and said: 
“God, you have promised to 
answer prayer and we have com- 
plied with all the conditions; we 
command you to heal this sick 
one.” I did not wonder that she 
died; I wondered that the person 
who offered the prayer did not 
die. Except that she was ignorant 
and God could pardon her, it seem- 
ed to me that He would certainly 
have struck her dead then and 
there. 


God Takes No Instructions 
From Men 


God Goes not permit men to give 
Him orders. “He sits On no pre- 
carious throne, nor borrows leave 
to be” and He-does not wish to 
have people say that they com- 
mand Him. I do not think that He 
cares to hear us say that we have 
complied with all the conditions 
of successful prayer. I am certain 
He wishes us to do this and I am 
certain that when we do it, He 
knows it and is satisfied, and I 
am quite sure He does not require 
us to tell Him that since we have 
complied with the conditions, it 
is time for Him to fulfill His 
word. This seems a frightful blas- 
phemy and I hope that none of 
the Lord’s children who read 
these words will ever be guilty of 
so offending against the Majesty 
of Heaven. A sensible person pro- 
ferring a request to an earthly 
‘monarch would never think of do- 
ing’ so in such insulting and out- 
rageous terms. Is it not strange 
that our brothers and sisters can 
sometimes insult God by address- 
ing Him as they would never dare 
to speak to a human being? 


George Mueller Again 


I remember hearing George 
Mueller say when he was. telling 
us about praying for those two 
men thirty-five years, that it hap- 
pened in the providence of God 
that the first persons he spoke 
with in the name of Jesus, after 
his own conversion, were very 
quickly saved. On one occasion 
two young men laughed when he 
spoke to them on the subject. He 
went into his bedroom adjacent, 
fell on his knees and with tears 
begged God to save those two 
young men. When he came out, 
they were both of them ready to 
submit to God. He said that he 
received the impression that 
everybody that he spoke to or 
prayed for would be immediately 
converted and that when he began 
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to pray one year, two years, three 
years, four years, five years, for 
the same person, with no apparent 
result, he was surprised and a 
bit disheartened, but he reflected 
that God’s promise was not to 
answer in five minutes, or five 
years, or fifty years, but to an- 
swer,—that it was his part to be- 
lieve and to continue, making 
quest and that if he did this; 
would certainly fulfill His part of 
the contract, so he said: “I lost 
the feeling of disappointment 
which I had had and was encour- 
aged to lay hold on God patiently, 
perseveringly every day until the 
answer came.” 


The Garden Prayers 


In this connection I think it is 
helpful to remember abcut our 
Lord’s praying in Gethsemane, He 
prayed once, He prayed twice, He 
prayed the third time, and it is 
interesting to note that the Word 
Says, in speaking of these repeated 
petitions, “saying the same words’ 
(Matt. 26:44). How can one recon- 
cile this fact with the teaching of 
some who say that when we have 
once proffered a petition, it is 
an exhibition of distrust or rebel- 
lious spirit if we make the same 
request again. I do not believe 
that this is true. Had it been, cer- 
tainly our Lord Jesus Christ would 
never have prayed three times, 
saying the same words each time. 
The. fact is that we must be taught 
by the Spirit how to pray. Some- 
times He will teach us to pray 
once and to look upon the trans- 
action as completed. Sometimes 
He will bid us pray more than 
once and when He does so, we 
must persevere in prayer. “Men 
ought always to pray, and not to 
faint.” 

I remember that my father once 
visited a dying man in the city~of 
Cincinnati, where he was pastor 
of the Sixth Presbyterian Church. 
The dying man had great diffi- 
culty in speaking, in fact could 
scarcely. speak at all. My father 
asked him if he would like him 
to pray, and he nodded his head 
affirmatively. My father said to 
him: “Shall I pray for your wife 
and children?” and he shook his 
head negatively, and then gather- 


ing up what strength he had, said: 


“Yesterday I prayed for them.” 
Yesterday, in other words, .he had | 
closed that transaction with God 
and he did not wish to re-open it. 
He had prayed for those dear peo- 
ple once; he knew God had heard 
him and would answer in due 
time. In his bodily frailty his faith 
was strong and he did not care 
to pray twice when he believed 
he had already the answer of God. 


When I Prayed for a Friend 


.# I have had that same experi- 


ence, not as a dying experience, 
but as a living one. I was years 
ago very much burdened for a 
friend. I prayed repeatedly that 
the Lord would do a certain thing 
for that friend. At last it seemed 
to me that God said to me by His 
Spirit: “You leave that matter 
with me and I will take care of 
it.” I did so. I have never prayed 
that prayer since, so far as I 
know. Sometimes I have thought 
of doing so and almost began to 
pray and then it has come to me 
that that is a completed trans- 
action between God and me, so I 
have stopped and thanked Him 
that He has accepted my petition, 
that He would answer my prayer, 
and I have left that matter defi- 
nitely in His hands. It is blessed 
to do so and from time to time 
remind Him that He has promised 
and that I know He will fulfill my 
petition in His own time. 


I have had that same experience 
about erecting buildings. I have 
thanked God for them; I have 
seen them in my mind fully com- 
pleted, standing fair and beautiful 
on the ground, when not a shovel- 
ful of earth had been turned, when 
not a brick or stone had been laid. 

If I am speaking to those who 
have been burdened because of un- 
answered prayer, and I do not 
doubt there are some such among 
those who will read these pages, 
let me encourage: you. There is 
no such thing as proper prayer in 
God’s will unanswered in this 
world, but there are pravers, the 
answers to which are long delayed. 
It is well that it is so. It would 
harm us if it were otherwise. If 
you will be victoriously patient, 


‘you will be victoriously successful 


in your praying.

tongs from off the altar: And he 
laid it upon my mouth, and said, 
Lo, this hath touched thy lips; and 
thine iniquity is taken away, and 
thy sin purged” (Isa. 6:6,7). 

Fire tries our faith and deter- 
mines our quality. First Peter 1:7 
— “That the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than of 
gold that perisheth, though it be 
tried with fire, might be found 
unto praise and honour and glory 
at the appearance of Jesus Christ.” 


God, the Source of Divine Fire 


GOD IS THE SOURCE—“who 
maketh.” There is only one source 
of divine fire, and that one source 
is God. God appeared in a flame 
of fire, according to Acts 7:30— 
“And when forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in 
the wilderness of mount Sina an 
angel of the Lord in a flame of 
fire in a bush,” 


In Jeremiah 23:29, we see that 
God said, “Is not my word like as 
a fire?” 

The source is only reached 
through prayer; and preaching 
that can produce prayer will bring 
results, because prayer is the key- 
stone to finding God's face (II 
Chron. 7:14). When we seek God's 
face, we must seek Him whole- 
heartedly. Jeremiah 29:13—‘“And 
ye shall seek me, and find me, 
when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart.” In Hosea 10:12 
we learn, “It is time to seek the 


| Lord.” We hear the phrase, “Re- 


vival or Ruin,” and also the term, 
“Revival or No Survival’; there- 
fore, it is time to pray. Every 
great revival must be preceded by 
prayer. All of the revivals that 
we have conducted which have 
exceeded the realm of the ordin- 
ary have been prayed-down re- 
vivals. The pastor had produced a 
burdened heart in his people and. 
a spirit of concern for the lost. 


The evangelist alone does not 


bring a great revival. The pastor 
who promotes the prayer and pro- 
duces the results of earnest, faith- 
ful travail in prayer gains the ob- 
ject of his desire—a _ revived 
people who will win the lost. 
Isaiah 66:7, 8 says that there will 
be no new birth without travail. 
In Galatians 4:19 Paul said he 
travailed. In Acts 1:13, 14, we 
learn that the people prayed. 
They heeded the words of Jesus, 
found in Luke 24:49, where he 
said, “Tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem until ye be endued with 
the power from on high.” And, 
they tarried. : 


On the day of Pentecost the 
power of God—the source, was 
made manifest as of a rushing 
wind and cloven tongues like as 
fire (Acts 2:2,3). Prayer and the 
manifestation of the power of God 
were a prelude to Pentecost. Be- 
cause they brought the source of 
power on the scene, God was there, 
and it is God that maketh us 
flames of fire, and it is God that 
added to His church daily (Acts 
2:47). And, it is God that gave 
the increase (I Cor. 3:6). If the 
increase is to be experienced in 
the church, we must find the 
source, and it is God that giveth 
the increase, for salvation is of 
the Lord. 


IT. God..Selects His-Own 
Workers 

THE SUBJECT—“who maketh 
his ministers.” You will note that 
the subject here is plural, that God 
uses many ministers. God’s ways 
are not our ways. He might choose 
an instrument that we would not 
choose to become a flame of fire. 
Isaiah 55:8,9—“For my thoughts 
are not your thoughts, neither are 
your wayS my ways, saith the 
Lord. For as_ the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are my 
ways higher than your ways, and 
my. thoughts than your thoughts.” 


The Bible is replete with evidence 


that God has used men from every} 


walk of life; sheepherders,. farm- 
érs, soldiers, fishermen, politicians, 
tax-collectors, and physicians, all 
of whom became flames of fire to 
accomplish the result that God in- 
tended. It is not what we are that 
counts; it is what God can make 
us if we will only be clay in the 
hand of the Potter. We must be 
yielded to His will. | 


Moses did not consider himself 
much of a prospect for useful ser- 
vice, but see him, ‘a man of rough 
physical features, with skin tanned 
from the parching sun; strong 
arms, deep-set eyes, unshaven, as 
God arrested him near Mount 
Sinai. He said, “I* am slow of 
speech, and of a slow tongue,” but 
God appeared to the sheepherder 
as he kept the sheep of his father- 
in-law, Jethro, the priest of 
Midian. Exodus 3:2—‘“And the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a flame of fire out of the 
midst of the bush; and he looked 
and, behold, the bush burned with 
fire, and the bush was not con- 
sumed.” Perhaps one of the things 
that went through Moses’ mind as 
he observed the burning bush was, 
“Moses, like this bush is burning, 
you will burn for God, but you will 
not burn out.” Exodus 4:10—‘“‘And 
Moses said unto the Lord, O my 
Lord, I am not eloquent, neither 
heretofore, not since thou hast 
spoken unto thy servant, but I am 
slow of speech, and of a slow 
tongue.” Note if you will what 
God said to this subject in Exodus 
4:11 and 4:12—“And the Lord said 
unto him, Who hath made man’s 
mouth, have not I, the Lord? Now 
therefore go, and I will be with 
thy mouth, and teach thee what 
thou shalt say.” 


Jeremiah was locked up in the 
stocks by Pashur, the priest, who 
was the ruler, because of his pro- 
phecy against Israel. He felt un- 
qualified and defeated, but note 
the words of Jeremiah 20:9— 
“Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any 
more in his name. But his word 
was in mine heart as a burning 
fire. shut up in my bones, and I 
was weary with forbearing, and I 


could not stay.” God made him a 


mouthpiece. 


Gideon was a poor farmer boy 
who was threshing wheat by the 
winepress to hide it from the 
Midianites, when God appeared 
unto him and made him a mighty 
man of valor (Judges 6:11). We 
read these words of self-abase- 
ment in Judges 6:15—‘‘And he 
said’ unto him, Oh my Lord, 
wherewith shall I save Israel? be- 
hold, my family is poor in Manas- 
seh, and I am the least in my 
father’s house.’”’ He was a poor 
subject, but God made him a 
great leader of these people. 


Face to face with Host of Midian, 
Gideon’s men are sifted out. 
Forth they go, those chosen heroes, 
With no sword the foe to rout. 
Do you wonder that the victory 
Can be gained by band so slim? 
See! Jehovah’s sword is gleaming— 

Leave the victory to Mim.

See Amos, that shepherd boy 
and vine dresser from the hills of 
Tekoa. One day God spoke to this 
man’s heart, and we see Amos, 
small in physical stature, but a 
giant in spiritual power, as he pro- 
claims what God has said during 
the prosperous reign of Jeroboam 
II of Israel. Amaziah the priest 
made an attempt to put the hush- 
hush on Amos, and suggested that 
he return to the hills to do “that” 
kind of preaching (Amos 7:12,13). 
But, Amos talks back in verses 14 
to 17 where he tells Amaziah to 
“shut up, God has spoken!” Yes, 
truly, God did make Amos:a flame 
of fire. 


As the prophets of old were 
made flames of fire for God, so 
were Charles and John Wesley, 
who. were made ministers. to..pre- 
sent Jesus Christ during the crisis 
of England at a time when France 
fell under the fate of communism. 
The Wesleys were made to change 
the course of the history of the 
British Empire when they were 
made flames of fire to be revealed 
through song and sermon. 


Charles Finney, the lawyer, was 
made a flame of fire and changed 
the course of our nation. 

Dwight L. Moody, a shoe clerk 
in a Boston shoe store, was made 
a flame of fire and shook two 
continents for Christ, as he held 


them spellbound under his match=~ 
less ministry of evangelism. 


Billy Graham, of our: day, was 
like the prophets of old, and did = 
not show much prospect of being 
a mighty power when he left one. 
college in the Southland to try 
again in another in a different 
area of the country. But, God, 
made him the mighty mouthpiece ~ 
of our day. He has not only swept 
out nation from coast to coast and 
drawn it back toward the Christ 
of Calvary, but is now making 
England and Europe conscious 
that there is a Christ who has 
the answer for every crisis. 

Peter, a profane, impulsive 
denier of Christ, became the defier 
of the Devil and his motley crew 
on the day of Pentecost. In Luke 
22:57-60 we find Peter denying his 
Christ, but in the second chapter 
of Acts we find that God made 
him His mouthpiece.

III. The Fire Represents the 
Power of the Holy Spirit, 
the Word of God, Preach- 
ing the Death and 
Resurrection 
of Christ 


THE SERVICE—‘“a flame of 
fire.” Jeremiah 5:14—‘“Wherefore 
thus saith the Lord God of hosts, 
Because ye speak this word, be- 
hold I will make my words in 
thy mouth fire, and this people 
wood, and it shall devour them.” 

1. The prayer that preceded 
Pentecost produced the power of 
God and personal work. Acts 2:4— 
“They were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” Verse . 6 
says every man heard them speak 
in his own language. Preaching 
that produces prayer, the power 
of God, will bring about personal 
work. The pastor who is skillful 
in accomplishing this feat can use’ 
the people to evangelize when the : 
evangelist comes on the field. An 
evangelistic party is not necessary, 
only a plan to be executed ac- 
cording to God’s Word, that will: 
produce prayer, the power of God, : 
and personal work. Then the evan-- 
gelist who is a flame of fire will 
produce results. 

Carnal sensationalism is not the’ 
service God is seeking. through 
those whom He sends forth. Sen- 
sationalism has a fire, but too: 
often it is a strange fire. In Le-' 
viticus 10:1,2—“‘And Nadab and: 
Abihu, the sons of Aaron, took 
either of them his censer, and put 
fire therein, and put incense there- 
on, and offered strange fire before. 
the Lord, which he commanded 
them not. And there went out fire 
from the Lord, and devoured them, 
and they died before the Lord’— 
we find that the sons of Aaron 
offered strange fire. God does not 
honor, neither is there a lasting 
result from this kind of fire in 
present-day preaching. Strange 
fire pollutes and does not purify. 
Therefore, we should try the 
spirits and see if they be of God. 
It is a wicked generation that 
seeketh a sign. 

The true fire is the Gospel, the 
dynamite of God. “For .I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ:, 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth, to the Jew first, and also 
to the Greek” (Rom. 1:16). The 
Word of God, which is fire, is the. 
Sword of the Spirit. ““And take the 
helmet of salvation, and the sword’ 
of the Spirit, which is the word 
of God.” The word of fire which 
Timothy was commanded to’ 
preach (II Tim. 4:2), and the dis- 
ciples were instructed to preach 
(Mark 16:15), is described in Heb- 
rews 4:12—“For the word of God 
is quick and powerful, and sharper 
than any two-edged sword, piere- 
ing even to the dividing asunder of 
soul and spirit and of the joints 
and marrow, and is a discerner of 
the thoughts and intents of the 


heart.” ‘ m 


It is high time that ministers 
take more of the quotes and il- 
lustrations of God into thé pulpit 
rather than quoting some modern- 
ist with his rosewater, Satanie 
influence dissertations and what 
Rabbi Smell-Fungus said. What I 


am wondering is, Didn’t God say 


something!! 

2. Let us look at the flame of 

fire on the day of Pentecost... 

the sermon that performed the 

service that God sought to ac-

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complish the salvation of three 


thousand souls to be baptized into 


the church. It was full of the 
Scripture. Acts 2:16 says, “But 
this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel.” You will note 
that Peter quoted David, Ezekiel 
and Joel. It was the Scriptures he 
preached. 


3. We note that the sermon was 
full of Christ. It is Christ and 
Him crucified that we must 
preach if we are to gain the re- 
sults of souls born into the King- 
dom, and it is the Word of God 
that quickeneth. It is the Word 
that giveth life. Paul came as we 


come today, in weakness and in 


fear, and in much trembling, but 
he said, “For I determined not 
to know anything among _§ you 
save Jesus Christ, and Him cruci- 
fied” (I Cor. 2:2). He preached 
Christ crucified, the power of God 
and the wisdom of God. 


Note that Peter preached the 
person of Christ (Acts 2:22). He 
said, “Jesus of Nazareth.” He 
identified Him as the virgin-born 
Christ, the One who had been 
mocked and ridiculed; spitefully 
abused, rejected and crucified. He 
preached the ministry of Christ. 
Acts 2:22—miracles, wonders and 
signs. He said to Peter, “Greater 
works than these shall he do, be- 
cause I go unto my Father” (John 
14:12). He is the same today as 
when He walked along the shores 
of Galilee. Hebrews 13:8—‘Jesus 


"Christ, the same yesterday, and to- 


day, and forever.” He is doing 
mighty miracles today. When He 
saves souls, it is the greatest 


-.miracle on earth. Greater is the 


healing of the soul than the heal- 
ing of the body. The body is tem- 
poral, but the soul is’ eternal. 
Night after night, miracle after 
miracle happens when His min- 
ister is a flame of fire, perform- 
ing the service ordained of God. 

~ Peter preached the death of 
Christ. Acts 2:23—-“Him, being de- 
livered by the determinate counsel 
and foreknowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands have 
erucified and slain.” It is the 
death of Christ that shows man’s 
inability to save himself. The 
wages of sin_is death. “For the 
wages of sin is death, but the gift 
of God is eternal life, through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord” (Rom. 6: 
23). To pay the wage, Christ died. 
“But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us” 
(Rom. 5:8). The death of Christ 


‘was determined in the foreknow- 


ledge of God, as the lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world 
(Rom. 13:8). It was declared to 
the first parents who sinned, when 
it was prophesied that He would 
put enmity between the Devil and 
the seed of woman. Genesis 3:15— 
“And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between 
thy seed and her seed; and it 
Shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.’’ His death 
demonstrated in the sacrifice of 
animals on Jewish altars is shown 
in Leviticus 16. His death was 
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dictated in Pilate’s judgment hall, 
and dedicated on the cross of Cal- 
vary, when Christ was made an 
offering for our sins. It was 
preaching Christ’s death for our 
sins that saved the multitudes on 
the day of Pentecost. 


Peter did not stop here. He 
preached the resurrection. Acts 2: 
24—Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death; 
because it was not possible that 
he should be holden of it,” Acts 2: 
o2—"“This Jesus hath God raised 
up, whereof we are all witnesses.” 
It is the hope of the resurrection 
that produced the faith that 
brought new-born babes into exist- 
ence on the day of Pentecost. It 
is the hope of the resurrection 
that stirs our souls and moves us 
to God. “And if Christ be not 
raised, your faith is vain, ye are 
yet in your sins” (I Cor. 15:17). If 
Christ be not risen, our preach- 
ing is in vain (I Cor. 15:14). “If 
in this life only we have hope in 
Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable” (I Cor. 15:19).

He not only preached the resur- 
rected Christ on Pentecost, but 
also preached the exalted Christ.

is exalted, He can save to the 
uttermost (Heb. 7:25).

prisoners and set them free. 
Chains began to break when the 
Liberator from Heaven came to 
| this planet. 


The woman at the well in Sa- 
maria was emancipated from her 
moral bondage. The chains of sen- 
}suality were broken by the power 
of the Galilean, and her liberated 
soul eried, “Come, see a man... 
Is not this the Christ?” From that 
moment on, like all those others 
who had contacted Jesus, she was 
a new and vibrant personality. 
Bartimaeus, incarcerated in a Pri- 
son of Blindness, called upon Je- 
sus,. “Thou, Son of David, have 
mercy on me,” and -immediately 
he received his sight. A leper, who 
in Oriental lands was a social out- 
cast. cried to Jesus for help. Jesus 
touched him, and he became clean 
and he was healed. 


Jesus broke the chains of in- 
firmity and liberated those who 
were imprisoned by sickness.

Finisher of our salvati Hun- 
dreds of thrilling stories have 
come to us of transformed lives. 
Some have come with desperate 
needs. Others have come out of 
curiosity, while still others came 
to scoff. But they all left with one 
thing in. common—the § assurance 
of. salvation. 

A little Russian girl was taken 
from home by the Germans when 
she was just thirteen years of age. 
She has not heard from her par- 
ents since the war. She went 
through the bombing of Berlin, 
but for the last six years has lived 
in England, utterly lonely and 
friendless—no one to love or help, 
nothing to live for. Night after 
night in her drab, one-room apart- 
ment she cried herself to sleep, 
wishing to be dead. But during the 
second week of the Greater Lon- 
don Crusade she came to Christ, 
and later witnessing said, “I am 
a new person inside. Everything 
is changed. For the first time in 
thirteen years I have someone to 
live for, something to look for- 
ward to. All of the self pity which 
I had come to hold in my heart is 
gone.” 

Later a counselor said to her, 
“I wish you could find a room 
mate so you would not have to be 
alone.” She replied with glowing 
face, “Oh, I’m not alone = any 
more.” 

There are millions, perhaps, in 
better circumstances than _ this 
little Russian girl, but down in- 
side you are imprisoned by a 
blighting loneliness. Thousands of 
you living in tenement houses in 
the great cities of America, hun- 
dreds of you in rural areas, also 
feel a depressing loneliness. Christ 
is able to take your loneliness 
away, and no matter what your 
circumstances, you need never be 
alone again. 


Some members of the 'Team had 
a tea for some of the nurses who 
had found Christ during the Cru- 
sade. The first four to witness for 
Christ were in turn a Jamaican, 
an English woman, an Indian, and 
a Swiss. Their testimonies were 
clear, definite, and genuine. Christ 
had done for these wise women 
what He had done for the wise 
men of old—brought new hope in- 
to their lives. 


At. other teas for people who 


have been converted, sixty and 
seventy come at a time, all giving 
their thrilling testimony of the 
changed lives since they found 
Christ. Movie actors, doctors, law- 
yers, taxi drivers, plumbers, busi- 
ness executives—all testifying that 
Christ met their particular need. 


Canon Bryan Green, well known 
in the United States, is Rector of 
a church many miles away in the 
eity of Birmingham. He told of 
receiving seven names of converts 
in the early part of the campaign. 
He said each one was a genuine 
conversion and that each one is 
now in the process of identifying 
himself with the church. 


However, many have come to 
the meetings for motives other 
than spiritual. The wife of one of 
the English ministers was sitting 
in the audience one evening a few 
nights ago when a man sat down 
beside her. In a few moments, an- 
other man, obviously a stranger 
to the first, came and sat down 
beside him. As the service pro- 
gressed, these men struck up a 
conversation, and the minister’s 
wife, who could not help hearing 
what they said, noticed that they 
had one thing in common. They 
both disapproved of the evangel- 
ist, and of this fact they seemed 
not ashamed, for their remarks 
were loud enough to be heard all 
around. At the close of the service 
when the invitation was given and 
scores were quietly going forward 
to accept Christ, suddenly one of 
the men turned to the other and 
said, ‘I don’t know about you, but 
I’m going forward to receive 
Christ.” The second man hesitated 
for a brief second, and reaching in 
his pocket he said, “I’m going too, 
and here’s your waliet. Tm a 
pickpocket.” 

The nobility of many lands has 
been represented in the meetings 
at Harringay. We have had kings, 
senators, lords, ladies, and mem- 
bers of the royal household. Many 
of them have joined the quiet, 


solemn, earnest throng as they 
marched into the _ counselling 
room. 


A little girl who lives at Buck- 
ingham Palace who serves the 
Queen coffee, came to the counsel- 


ling room and received Christ, and 


testified that the talk among the 


servants in the Palace is what 
God is doing at Harringay. 

One evening a_ distinguished 
Count came to Christ. He said, 
“All my life I have longed fox 
God. I can no longer live without 
Him. Tonight when I entered this 
Arena I sensed His presence. Now 
tell me, what must I do to be 
saved?” 


A woman who had just been‘tre- 
leased from prison came to the 
meetings. Her life had been one 
continuous muddle, an endless se- 
quence of discord and confusion. 
With eight little children and no 
father to claim them at home, and 
a future filled with hopelessness 
and defeat, she came forward with 
the group and committed the 
tangled strands of her life to Jesus 
Christ. She left the Arena that 
night with the peace of God in 
her heart, and a new hope pulsat- 
ing within her soul. 


Adjoining the auditorium where 
the Crusade was held, there is a 
large stadium which is used for 
dog racing. A man obviously try- 
ing to gain entrance to the dog 
track, got in one of the long lines 
waiting to get into Harringay 
Arena. With the main topic of 
conversation about the Crusade 
meetings, he suddenly asked, 
“What are we queuing up for?” 
“The Evangelistic meetings,” they 
answered. But as he started to 
leave, someone said, “Why don’t 
you go to the meetings tonight in- 
stead of the dog races? You may 
lose a great deal on the races, but 
here you can lose nothing, and 
you may gain a great deal.” When 
the invitation was given, God 
spoke to his heart, and he accept- 
ed Christ with hundreds of others. 
When he came out of the counsel- 
ling room, his new-made friends 
were waiting for him and joined 
him in rejoicing over his new- 
found joy. As he left that night, 
he said, “I want you friends to 
pray for me. I have sinned against 
God and my wife. Tonight I have 
straightened the matter out with 
God. Now I’m going home to 
straighten it out with my wife.” 
Another man had found Christ 
and had gone his way rejoicing. 
Many professional men in Lon- 
don found peace with God and in 
finding peace, they also found re- 
lease from the chains of sin which 
bound them. One such professional 
man came to the Arena one night 
and made his decision for Christ. 
His particular sin was a perverted 
taste for obscene’ literature. He 
went home determined by God’s 
grace to go all the way with 
Christ. He gathered up his ob- 
scene literature, walked to a 
Thames bridge, and hurled it into 
the river. An officer whose cur- 
iosity was aroused by the unusual 
incident, asked what it was he had 
thrown into the river. “Oh, it was 
just some worthless magazines 
which I will never need again,” 


he answered as he went on his . 


way, whistling joyfully into the 
night. 

Scores of actresses and show 
people came to Christ. One of 
England’s better known actresses 
came. She had been married twice 
and her life was confused. She 
came quietly and wonderfully to 
Christ, and as she looked up 
through tears of joy at the end 
of the service, she said, “I feel 
clean inside, as though somebody 
has scrubbed me all out. I’m going 
to dedicate my life to Christ from 
this hour on.” Another person had 
gone out into the night rejoicing 
in the new found Christ. 

One convincing evidence that 
the work in the Greater London 


Crusade was not the work of mere 


man, but of God, was the fact 
that many people who felt no par- 
ticular emotion or conviction in 


the meetings were later over- . 


whelmed by a sense of sin and 
their need of God. \ 

A man living on the South 
Coast of England who had been 
prayed for by his wife for many 
months, completely unknown to 
him, came to Harringay with his

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reason for a Catholic priest to ad- 
minister the communion as a Ssav- 
ing ordinance to individuals at 
home, as to a congregation in the 
church. But the Bible idea of the 
Lord’s Supper is entirely  con- 
tradictory to the Roman Catholic 
idea. Protestants should leave to 
Roman Catholics who do not be- 
lieve the Bible plan of salvation 
and who have perverted the beau- 
tiful ceremony of the Lord’s Sup- 
per the business of carrying the 
so-called communion to sick 
people. Bible Christians should ob- 
serve the Lord’s Supper in the 
Bible way and with the Bible 
meaning; a public testimony to 
faith in the broken body and shed 
Blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The very word “communion” 
would mean that this rite involves 
other people and is not a simple 
individual ceremony. The church 
and the minister who go wrong 
in this practice are drifting on 
the doctrine of salvation, though 
they may not be conscious of this. 


The Second Commandment 
Expressly Forbids the Use 
of Images, Likenesses, 
and Articles as Cen- 
ters of Worship 


Men, eager to make money out 
eof the religious instincts of the 
people, offer for sale “altar sets”’ 
consisting of a_ polished wood 
cross or sometimes one of precious 
metal, and candlesticks with can- 
dies. The idea is that a chaplain 
in the armed services, or a pastor 
in the home of a shut-in, can set 
up an altar to God, with the cross 
in the.center and the candles on 
each side; and thus the spirit of 
reverence is supposed to be in- 
culcated and people are supposed 
to be inspired to worship by these 


‘articles. 


~ The idea is copied, of course, 
from so-called “worship centers” 
set up in churches. Catholic 
churches have an expensive altar, 
so do Episcopal churches and some 
Lutheran churches. The cross, in 
one form or another, with candles 
and lights and altar-cloths, and 
sometimes incense, are used. In 
churches once fundamental and 
evangelical, now turning modern 
in doctrine and method, this 
idolatry often starts in the young 
people’s society, where a picture 
of Christ is set up, flanked by 
candles, or where a lighted cross 
is in the center, perhaps with a 
Bible on the table before it. 


What is wrong with these “wor- 
ship centers’? What is wrong is 
that such worship is literally 
idolatry. It is idol worship. As 
such, it is plainly and explicitly 
forbidden in the Bible. 

The first of the Ten Command- 


' 
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ments is, ‘“Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me.’ 

The second commandment is, 
“Thou .shalt not make unto thee 
any graven image, or any likeness 
of any thing that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath, or that is in the water 
under the earth. Thou shalt not 
bow down thyself to them, nor 
serve them...” (Exod:.’20:4, 5). 

No graven image,.nor “any like- 
ness of any thing that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth 
beneath, or that is in the water 
under the earth” shall be used in 
worship. To make such a thing is 
wrong, is sin. To “bow down thy- 
self to them” is equally a wicked 
sin. Any likeness or image or 
article before which people bow 
down in worship is an idol. 


Immediately people answer back 
and say, “But we do not worship 
the altar, nor the cross, nor the 
picture of Christ, nor the candles 
—these are only aids to worship 
God.” To be sure, my friend, but 
that is all idolatry ever is. Do 
you suppose that when a Catholic 
bows down before the image of 
Christ, or the image of the Virgin 
Mary, and prays, that they confuse 
that marble statue with Christ or 
with Mary? Oh, no, the statue or 
image is only a reminder, they say, 
an aid to worship. The crucifix 
worn by a priest or nun or kept 
by any devout Catholic—do you 
suppose that they think that God 
Himself is in that crucifix? No, 
the crucifix is only a reminder of 
the crucified Saviour. Yet the use 
of it is forbidden in the second 
commandment, like the use of 
other images ,used in worship in 
Catholic churches. 


In Ephesus there was a guild of 
Silversmiths, making images. for 
the worship of Diana of the Ephe- 
sians. Do you think these idol- 
makers believed that each little 
image they made was a. separate 
and real supernatural being, a 
goddess? Oh, no, each little image 
was only patterned after the large 
image which they said was “the 
image which fell down from Jupi- 
ter” (Acts 19:35). Every idol is 
only a_ representation of some 
spirit being. 

When Aaron with the children 
of Israel built a golden calf out of 
the earrings and jewelry brought 
him by the Jews in the wilderness, 
do you suppose that they thought 
this bit of inanimate metal was 
really a supernatural being? No> 
no! They only thought that this 
golden calf was in some way the 
home, or the representative, or a 
reminder of the bull god wor- 
shipped by heathen people in 
Egypt. 

So when church people bow 


down before a worship center, 


they do exactly what all heathen 
idolaters do; they bow down be- 
fore some article or image which 
is to remind them of the God they 
worship. As God _ clearly says, 
“Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
to them, nor serve them”; not to 
bow down before any graven im- 
age or any likeness of anything in 
earth or Heaven or Hell! — 

The use of so-called “worship 
centers” in worship is idolatry, 
and abomination to God. Any 
church has forsaken the Bible idea 
of worship which uses a worship 
center. 


Object Lessons Favored: “Aid 
to Worship” Forbidden 
in the Bible 


In Numbers 21:5-9 we are told 
about the serpent of brass which 
Moses made at God’s command 
and put upon a pole so that all 
who were bitten by the fiery ser- 
pents might look to this serpent 
of brass and be healed. That ser- 
pent of brass was an object les- 
son, divinely appointed, to picture 
the coming Saviour who would 
bear our sins. Jesus told Nicode- 
mus in John 3:14, 15, that just 
as that brass serpent was lifted 
up on a pole, so Christ Himself, 
the Son of Man, should be lifted 
up on the cross and that whoso- 
ever should believe in Him would 
have everlasting life, just as the 
Israelites who looked on the brass 
snake were healed of their snake 
bites. The use of object lessons to 
make clear scriptural truths, is 
clearly endorsed in the Bible. The 
Lord’s Supper is itself an object 
lesson, reminding us of the broken 
body and the shed blood of the 
Lord Jesus. Baptism is an object 
lesson. Old Testament prophets 
ofttimes used object lessons. 
Every animal sacrifice was an ob- 
ject lesson. 


But if that brass snake came to 
be regarded with veneration; if 
people felt that they could pray 
to God better if they bowed down 
before a brass snake which pic- 
tured the coming Saviour, would 
that be permissible? Well, that 


days of King Hezekiah. The brazen 
serpent had become simply a part 
of a “worship center,” and in God’s 
sight was regarded as an idol. 
Second Kings 18:4 tells us what 
Hezekiah did about this “altar 
set.” “He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut 
down the groves, and brake in 
pieces the brasen serpent that 
Moses had made: for unto those 
days the children of Israel did 
burn incense to. it: and he called 
it Nehushtan.” The object lesson 
came to be used as an “altar 
piece,” really an idol, and so now 
became an abomination to God and 
Hezekiah destroyed it! So when 
Catholics lift up the bread and 
wine and say it has really become 
the body and blood of Christ and 
that people should really worship 
it, they are guilty of idolatry. The 
Lord’s Supper is proper and right 
as an object lesson. As an “aid 
to worship” as Catholics use it, 
it is idolatrous and hurtful. 

In the days of Gideon after the 
wonderful victory over the hosts 
of Midian, Gideon took the spoil of 
gold, “And Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, 
even in Ophrah: and all Israel 
went thither a whoring after it: 
which thing became a snare unto 
Gideon, and to his house” (Judg. 
8:27). An ephod was not intended 
to be worshipped, any more than 
the altar on which the sacrifices 
were burned, or the vessels in 
which the blood was caught. But 
it became a snare because people 
came to use it as a worship. cen- 
ter, in plain words, an idol, 

Object lessons * clearly * under- 
stood are permissible and helpful. 
But any objects, images, pictures, 
candles, altars, used as a center 
of worship to represent God, and 
toward which people bow, are an 
abomination to God. That kind of 
worship is idolatry,’ it is bowing 
down before images or likenesses 
and is forbidden in the second of 
the Ten Commandments. 


much idolatry as images or 
Statues. In Numbers 33:51, 52, 
God commanded, “Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto 
them, When ye are passed over 
Jordan into the land of Canaan; 
Then ye shall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from be- 
fore you, and destroy all their 
pictures, and destroy all their mol- 
ten images, and quite pluck down 


all their high places.”

Pictures used in worship are as| 


Beautiful pictures as adornment 
for the home, or elsewhere, are not 
forbidden in the Bible. But as 
aids to worship, as something be- 
fore which men may pray or wor- 
ship, they are absolutely forbidden 
in the Bible. 

Once a Daily Vacation Bible 
School teacher, in a school pro- 
moted by fundamental churches, 
was teaching the little ones how 
to make a “worship center.” No 
doubt she was only following the 
literature put out by modernistic 
denominational publishing houses, 
or the practice in modernistic 
churches. We trust she did not 
follow the teachings of the good 
pastors and church members she 


| represented. When I learned of it 


I instructed my good wife to keep 
our children away from such an 
idolatrous practice. Doubtless 
others protested also. and_ that 
plan was dropped. But unthinking 
people who are setting out to fol- 
low the pattern of modernists in 
this matter should be taught the 
terrible sin they are committing 
and the ruin that will follow. 


Other Tendencies Toward 
Idolatry 


Many churches these days are 
greatly concerned to obtain what 
they call an air of “reverence.” 
They think that people can wor- 
ship better with stained-glass win- 
dows, with pipe organ music, with 
formality in worship; with robed 
choirs, with responses patterned 
after Catholics and Episcopalians. 
Actually, the effect is not rever- 
ence at all in any Bible sense. It 
is a certain enjoyment of sensual, 
fleshly pleasure which has nothing 
to do with the Holy Spirit. It ap- 
peals to the aesthetic nature. It 
may give enjoyment, but it is not 
really spiritual enjoyment. It is 
mental enjoyment. It may give a 
sense of exaltation, like any kind 
of beautiful music, - secular or 


sacred, like a beautiful painting, 


an autumn scene, majestic moun- 
tains, or the awe-inspiring waves 
of the sea. Cultured and sensitive 
unsaved people may enjoy fine 
music or beautiful colors or scenes 


of nature just as much as Chrise 
tians do. And in exactly the same 


enjoy a formal church “worship” 
service. In exactly the same way 
‘that Christians do, multitudes of 
Catholics and Episcopalians who 
are unconverted, enjoy such a fors 
mal church service. Blasphemers, 
drunkards, infidels, agnostics a- 
like, may enjoy the sensual appeal 
to the aesthetic mind. But that Is 
not true reverence for God, and 
it has nothing to do with wor- 
ship. Actually, it is a carnal hus 


ship. It often becomes a form of 
idolatry. Formalism in the church 
is abominable. It precludes revival, 
it offends the Holy Spirit, it shuts 
out hungry-hearted people. Forms 
alism itself is a tendency toward 
idolatry. It is the mark of all 
human religions, as differentiated 
from the Bible kind of spiritual 
worship of a true God and faith 
in His Son, Jesus. 


churches should have their ser- 
vices center around the _ Bible, 
testimony and soul winning, not 
about any forms of service. God 
must be offended and jealous when 
any church house or church audis 
torium is called “the sanctuary.” 
God has no sanctuaries on earth 
except the bodies of saved people. 
The Holy Spirit does not dwell in 
houses made with hands. When 
any place or house or form of 
worship or altar or worship center 
becomes essential to the worship, 
then it is an abomination to God. 


Many people love to hear the 
pipe organ during prayer. Actually, 
that is purely fleshly, carnal, un- 
spiritual. The more the people 
listen to the music, the less they 
partake of the prayer. The more 
the carnal mind is pleased by 
such popery and Catholic trap- 
pings, the less they really ap- 
proach Christ in prayer. For one 
to be conscious of the music at 
all would be divided attention. 
Real, born-again Christians should 
leave off such abominations and 
worship God in spirit, not in these 
“aids” of idolatry.
